It was hoped that a certain cure for 
cancer had been tound m cundurango, a 
South American plant, but that hope has 
lately been very nearly dissipated. A 
Washington journal tells us that the rem- 
edy hae been tried by a surgeon of the 
United States Army and a surgeon of the 
United States Navy, and that in each case 
the patient died. Other experiments are 
to be made, by authority of the Secretary 
of the Interior, in one otf the wards of 
Columbia Hospital set apart for the pur- 
pose, and these experiments will probably 
determine whether or not cundurango is 
the traudit is now said to be. The New 
York Sun says somebody trom that city 
“bas applied at the Patent Office for and 
has been granteda patent for a cancer 
cure, composed of rum, sugar, cloves and 
cundurango; and the effort made by peo- 
pie in the Agricultural Department to ad- 
vertise the virtues of'the new specific 
must be a good thing for this enterprising 
genleman. It has been intimated in sey- 
eral quarters that the reports of the re- 
markable virtues of cundurapgo, which 
have been so industriously circulated, are 
intended to promote the private interests 
of certain parties in Washington, which 
may or may not be true. Quite as re~ 
markable cures have been reported from 
the use of adecoction of the common red 
clover, drunk as a tea and used as a wash, 
as any that have been claimed from the 


use of cundurango.” 


Another magnificent railroad enterprise 
bas been inaugurated in the State ot New 
York. An organization called the New 
York, West and Chicago Kailrosd 
Company are abeyt to commence the con- 
struction of a dopble-track road trom the 
great metropolis to Buffalo, a distance, by 
the route proposed, of 420 miles, Which is 
twenty-four miles less than the distance by 
the Hudson River and New York Central. 
The road will tollow the west shore of the 
Hudson, close to the water's edge, unt it 
reaches Catskill, when it will leave the 
river and go in an almost direct lime to 
Schenectady on the Mohawk. Thence 
the route will lie along the 
west side of the Mohawk and Erie canal 
to Utica, from which it will run in a direct 
line to Buffalo, leaving Rochester some 
distance to thenorth. At Buffalo the road 
will connect, through the International 
bridge, pow being built, with the Great 
Western and Grand Trunk railways in
